More Light. 

Our local readers aro awaro that the 
Dominion of Canada Las for some timo 
boon greatly agitutcd over that portion 
of the Troaty of Washington which, to 
ubo the language of tho limes, 'aacrifi- 
oos small communities to largor oneB 
and bartora away tho possessions of tho 
Maritime Provinces.' Whon it becamo 
known ihat Buch a disposition of tho 
Canadian fisheries .Yas coutomplatod by 
the Treaty public opinion was strongly 
nud very generally pronounced in op- 
position, and it soon baoamoovident that, 
with tho Binglo exception ot Newfound- 
land, tho proposition would find little 
favor in British North Amerioa. Nor 
wero the 'Grits' of Ontario slow to avuil 
themsolvos of what appoared to bo 
auother levor by which they might 
hope to " hoist " tho present Govern- 
ment. The circomslanoo of Sir Jubn A 
Macdonald being ono of tho Commie- 
sionors led to tho conclusion that ho 
was a consenting party to tho proposed 
deposition of tho Canadian fisheries, and 
it was further inferod that the wbo'.o 
Cabinot was committed to tho samo 
policy. Had these Burmises proved to 
bo correct there would, indeed, have 
beon reason for doubting tho ability of 
tho Cabinet to weather '.ho storm ol 
popular .indignation. Li ut, happily, such 
was by no mean» tho oaso. It gradu- 
ally transpired that neither tho Premier 
nor his colleagues in the Dominion Cabi- 
net wero in any way committed to tho 
obnoxious portion of tho Treaty of 
Washington. More recent information 
uhodai additional light nnon tho reai 
position ot tho Dominion Cabinot rela- 
tive to this question. It now appears 
that as noon as the proviiions of the 
Treaty wore made known the Dominion 
Cabinet sent a protest l,y cablo to tho 
Imperial Government. Sir John A 
Maodonnld, in his cupa my of British 
Commissioner also sent his protest to 
'the same quirter. Nor wore thoso pro- 
tests without practical effect. Instruct- 
ions woro^orthAith issued from Downing- 
Btreot directing the Coinrnis-Jionors to 
sigu the Treaty, subjoot to the approval 
of the Canadian PAdiumout, in so fur 
as that portion ol it re-aiing to Canadian 
questions was concerned. With this 
ample provision, it would ' have beon 
Halo short ot treason lor Sir John to 
have withhold his nsseut to tho Treaty ; 
and it will thus bo seen that ho can well 
hurl back tho term ' irttitor » which the 
1 Grit * organs ol Outario have not hesi- 
tated to apply to him. As the matter 
appears to Bland now, tho Parliament 
of Canada will bo asked to Fay whether 
or not that partol the Treaty shall come 
in force • but whatever tho decision ol 
Parliament may be, or whatever side 
Sir John and his colleagues may be 
found voting upoti, the question will not 
be a Government one in that sclbo 
which would make tho Cabinet in the 
elighiobt degree rosponsiblo. The Minis- 
ters will, in short, be equally Iree with 
any other mombora ot tho Rouse to 
vote as ihelr own judgment or the viewB 
of their cousliiutouts would dictate. It 
is not by any meuns probable that tho 
fishery pill may be presented to Parlia- 
ment to coated over with Imperial augur 
as to onablo Cun&du to s vulloW it with- 
out making a wry i-*co ; but it appears 
to bo quite certain thru, whatever may- 
bo the fate ol that part of the Ireaty 
the Canadian Government, can in no w u y 
Buffer from it. Indeed, as the truth 
becomes known it appears probable luiil 
the first flnsh of indigutttiud will give 
place to at-milo of approbatiqn-.tbat both 
Sir John and nib colleagues will gum id 
popularity Oy that which their enemies 
hoped to turn iato tho instrument of 
their political destruction. VVe need 
hardly Bay that we heartily rejoico at 
such a prospect. W e should regard the 
overthrow ol the present Cabinet as a 
national calamity. Especially would we 
regard it as a calamity in so far m Bri- 
tish Columbia is concerned. Taking 
tho largest view cf the whole subject, 
we are glad that the mutter has been so 
arranged as that great international 
questions have been | laced in 000X66 ol 
final and tmicablo settlement, whilo at 
the same timo thoso questions more 
directly affecting Canada srV.o be eft 
in a bolter position than tho Joint High 
Commission found it em,— that IB to day, 
both Great Britain and the United blutef, 
bavo lormully acknowledged tho right 
ol Canada to control bet ' own murine 
poBBCBbionB. When the United Statefl 
OommisBionera signed the ireuty they 
formally acknowledged the sovereignly 
of Canada ever her llsh.ng-groun^ 
bounded by the three mile limit— me r ght 
ot OaUttUh to throw these grounds open 
or keen them shut, an pleased her, thus 
BOtiliugulUhoHo disputesand proieusious 

put forward by obtain fiatuleut Ameri- 
can statesmen. When the Senate of the 
United Stutee rutihod the acts Ol these 
Commissioners thoy hnully and irrevoca- 
bly committed the nation to that aoknow* 
ledguient. Tuns Uauada has gained 
much by the Treaty, no matter what 
may be the ultimate- (settlement Of tho 
question. By one masterly stroke ol 
deplomaoy; the question has nappily been 
lrecd lrom all cleuieutr. ot dispute ; and 
in any futuio negotiations betwoen 
Canada and l.io Umud States, If will 
bo a simple mutter uf haigum. 
Wo are, ut the BOtnO timo, 
proud oi Ibe mftunor ifl which tho 
Canadian Premier hu« been ouablud to 



exercise «ho important l'unotions with 
which ho was invested by his Sovereign. 
Sir John appears to have wt n goldoo 
opinions even lrom the Great Republic 
As ono of its own leading journals has 
beautifully expressed it, ho rnanuged to 
pluck the flower safety from tho nettle 
danger. Cunuda may well foci proud 
of her Prime Minister. 



C!rent Uouimercial Changes. 

TboadvertiBing columnso! tho London Times 
aro charts showing tho course ol the magni- 
ficent commerce ot that kingdom of merchants. 

A few years since ships wero qp for all 
parts of tho East Indies, China and Australia j 
and thoir fast Bailing qualities wero subjects 
of special note in tho advertisements. 

Sinoe the completion of the Suez Oanal last 
year there has been a great change. Now 
iho columns of tho grout Thunderer teem with 
advertisements of switt Clydo built iron 
eteamers via the Suez Canal. Hailing vessels 
are tho exceptions ; steamers the rule. Eng- 
lish merchants, slow in other things, ore 
quick to noto and hold to soizu upon ovory 
new ehannel for trade.

THE SCOTTISH GATHERING. 

Yesterday morning dawned eombre and 
K r»y,while a wailing wind swept tbe daBt tuio 
the eyes aDd raouihs of Viotoriins or indely 
tossed ibe butting thrown to the breeze in 
honor ol tbe birtb of American Independence 
As many British as Amerioau ensigns kissed 
tbe breeze; ba.ioesi w*e Buapeoded, und 
early in tbe afternoon groups of ploasuru. 
aeeke.'s thronged tbe iJaledouian Grounds and 
engaged in the various amoiaments prepared 
for the Scottish Gathoiiog. The gmvu was 
adulter with the flags of all nations. A giauu 
aland bad been ereotud, from which tie va- 
rious games were obnervod by imerorted 
hundreds. The dancing platform was crowd- 
ed wilh tt-e gay and charming of both sexes, 
who tripped over iho smooth and glassy sur* 
faoa notil he midnight hour had sounded. 
At 7 o'clock Mr John Robaou, Orator ol the 
Day, delivered a abort uddrors, which was 
alteotively listened to. The lottery lor tbe 
gold ring Bet with rubies and emeralds, re- 
sulted in tho prisa being drawn by No 187. 
The" other article' proved to te »n immense 
eriaoliDe. and was awarded to No ^68. Towards 
evening the wind had aomswhxt subsided, 
and wbeD tbe midsummer mjou arose nod 
lenf its ion, rn«" >W Hgbt lo the scene tbe ef- 
fect noi bsw -cbiugly charming. 

Tbe arrangen-ema weie entirely successful 
and muoh preiHe is due tbe lollowiog com- 
mittee for the creditible manner in which 
tbey fulfilled their duties:-J Orr, A Ruth- 
orford, T RajaelLJA B Gray, J Ross. AYouog, 
B Semple. J Stewart, Esqrs. The Judges 
were Lieut E C Royse, R N, Dr Trimble, 
James A Grahame aud J Russell, E-q b 
Slartet-^H Nathan, E-q, MLO, 

Among tbe moat notioeahle figures upoD 
the ground wag Mr Donald McKay, who was 
olad in tbe lull Royal Stuart tartan, aod 
preaanled a fine and iu-posiog appearance. 

The <r.imes were conducted wiib the ut 
most fairnesa aod liberality Bnd were tha 
aourca of much amusement. Tho list ol 
suocessful competitors come in too late lor 
tbis issue. A very officiant band was in all 
landance and discoursed dolirfb-ful music. 
Probably 1000 persons visited ihe grounds 
and took part in the entertainment. The re. 
IreabmenlB were provided by Mr James Orr. 
who fully sustained bis well-earned repnta- 
tion. Taken all in all, the Caledonian Ga- 
thering, 1871, was the moat successful that 
has yet been held, 

Cobra. — Oorea is almost an independent 
kingdom, and is governed by a King who 
pays tribute to tho Uncle of the Moon, the 
Emperor of Cbina. Its inhabitants are said to 
be far superior to the Chinese in mental and 
physical resources. Tbe government cooeists 
of a King, whose ministry is divided inlo five 
depatmeuts, wbioh form tbe center ot all civil 
and military authority. li:e Majesty's 
power is held sacred and ioviolab e from the 
union in his own person of the hierarchal uod 
secular soverigoily. He divides his gov- 
ernment into circles or Provinoos.each coder 
tbo rule of special Governors, all appointed 
by the King, to whom they are responsible. 
Tbe revenues of tbe the Corean monarch are 
immense and are derived mainly from the 
latting out of land and a litho ot produce. As 
in China, religion is a eecondary considera- 
• tion. Tho prevailing belief is in lioodhism, 
which waB introduced about tho year 372, 
but there appears >o be another religion — 
evidently tbe orplnal faith of the people— and 
Ibe doctrines o! Corpicioui aro held in high 
esteem The ^ermine Corer.n laognsge is 
goaroly' Roman, ae it has become bopeleesly 
corrupted by the introduction of ourneroua 
Chinese words, the higher classes using the 
Chinose language in all oases. About the 
vear 1120 Oorea was conquered by the lor- 
tarSi in 1092 and 1C98 by Ihu Japanese, 
who were unable to retain it and it fell un- 
der the swny of Obino, and wo have already 
intiraatedjtbo people engage largely in piracy 
and numbers of them aro yearly caught 
while at work in their pirate junks. T heir 
treatment ol all foreigners who lall into their 
hands is most brutal, and it was hecaoeo ol 
their inhumanity that the expedition under 
the command of Admiral Rodgers was seoi 
to Eastern waters 

GoLDumiNO on ■ Sombrero Rivkr.— Mr J 
Wiloox, jr, returned on Monday from Som. 
brero River, bringing with him very line 
speoimono of soale gold, which were obtain- 
erj from the banks ol that stream. Tho water 
has been very high, hut tho boys have built 
a wiofidam und turned the ntroam ao us to get 
at the gravel in the bed. Lumber for bIuiccb 
will be taken down Irom t-'uoke. A compa- 
ny above Wilcox's have flumed tho rivor, 
erjd acother company below bavo built a 
tailrace and wingdam and are sawing ont 
lumber for sluices and fiumee. Thtro are 
eleven men on the Sombrero, and tbo pros* 
peels obtuncd nre so very good that all (eel 
orofident of success. <• ^

and Nanuimo. Tha U S S Sarnnac left Furl 
Simpson for the North on the morning of 
June 28th. 

The miners on the Stlkloe river were doing 
well and making good wages.

Twelve of them oarao by 
tho Otter, some of whom ware landed at 
Comox and NaDniruo, More than a hun- 
dred men were ot lUbine Lake waiting lor 
the river to fall sufficiently for thorn to go 
into (be mines. 

At Port EfBinglon t^e Otter anohored o2 
the proposed new town site, where Captain 
Lewis lauded to satisfy himself as to the 
natural advantages ol tbe place, and reports 
as follows :— r Plenty of level land cov- 
ered with limber suitablo for builidng— good 
ancborago well sheltered, and deep water to 
within a fow rods of the shore, It is filtaen 
miles furihor up tho Skeena lhan i lie old an- 
cboiago nt Woodcock's, and not bo far Irom 
Victoria. •' MeeBrs Cunningham & Ilankio 
have alrcndy a quantity of lumber ou tbe 
ground and wilt immediately commence put- 
ting np a large store, and it is the intention ol 
Mr Cunningham, who has come down fo' 
the purposo of putoh.isio^ a large atook ol 
goods, to havo them nil Bbippod to the new 
town site.

COMMISSIONER O'REILLY'S REPORT. 

(JsRMANfiK Cheek, June 6, 1871. 
Vo iho Hon Colonial Secretary, 

Sl8 : _ * . # I left for 

the Omioeoa gold fields on the 1st May, and 
after deteutiot s on tbe way of eleven days, I 
arrived at Germanseo Creek via the Gis- 
come PortBge and MoLuod's Lake oo the 2d 
June. 

From Gissome Portage lo the confluence 
of tbe Pdiatiip with the Peace River I ex- 
perienced no difficulty in traveling. From 
tbis point lollowiDg up tbe Omioeoa, the 
Miter had ri-tn so muoh that it was with 
ihe utmost exoition we succeeded ia making 
the last eoventy miles io nine daye. 

Since my arrival I have thre^ times visited 
the diggings and find that the mineri have, 
without au exception, lorcned a most fuvot-. 
able impression of the oreak. Good pros- 
pects have boen obtained ot» the low bench s 
lor a distance of about eight mile* on cither 
>ide of tbe water course, wbict) will i fjord 
employment to a' out eix or sovon hundred 
man, A good deal ol exoitement was oc- 
oatdoned about a week since by o new 
strike having been made some nine milea 
(urther up the creek by a company of Bve 
tnon, who washed up 390 oz alter fi t.:en 
days' work, but they bnvu since boon oblig- 
ed to discontinue their labors owing to tbe 
high siage of water. Mining operations are 
now almost al a slandstid and it is not likely 
they can be recornmnuoid with advantage 
much before the 1-t July. 

Thoro are at. least five hundred men con- 
gregated lero al present acJ others oociinue 
to arriv-3 daily. Toa supply of provisions is 
very a null aod tho few articles tfiut are 
oDered for sale ere being retailed at exor- 
bitantly biub rates. I will encloio lor His 
lixeelloncy's information a list of tbe cur- 
rent pricep. A fow men havo already lelt 
lha mines, unable to procure the necessaries 
of life, and unlets supplies are soon reoeived 
many will be ccinpelUd to lollow their ox- 
smpte. 

I have reserved for a town site a small 
bench oo Ihe w*Bt bank of Iho creek about 
three miles fiom its irjoutb. A dozen well 
built houses have already boen put up end 
as many more are in course ol construction. 
Tho town baa been named Omincci alter tho 
river ol whioh this creek ii a tributary, 

It will be iiecooaary to juild or rent an 
office heforB vety long, bat I have deferred 
doing uilticr until 1 have had a bBtlcr oppor- 
tunity of forming an opinion as to tho stubi 
lily of ihe mines. 

The revenue colleoted from the 1 b t June 
to this dale amounts Id 81180 60.

Betides this temporary illnes 
however, the Empress eeems also to hav 
oompletely changed in her dispoailioo ol 
uiind. She is very nervous and oonstuuil v 
dlfeontented with evoryt'n'ug that happens 
aroaod her, bo Lhat her temper at iho pr sent 
begina to be tho subject ol general complaint 
at Cuiselburrt, and ibe Emperor himself a p- 
apears lo suflor from it rnoie than any ono 
else. Even the littlts P.i-.cu does not seeu> 
to see his mother as much as previously, 
llo spends the grealor portion of the day 
with tho Emperor. When they riae in 
the morning Ihoy both 'jo (or u walk until 
tbe messeoger arrives from London, when 
the Emperor goes lo open his corrcpoad- 
ence. After this thero comus Diiltnrd play, 
whieb Napoleon himaell leochea tho Prince, 
f\a he ulso doea fencing and riding. Tbon 
oomea breaklusl and tho daily prayer of the 
whole house. Then tbe young Prince takes 
his music lesson, in wbioh lie seems daily to 
irnprcva, and in wh en his lather greatly eu- 
oouragoB him, notwithstanding hia own well 
known indid'-rance To music 

Whon the wcathtr is somenlut tolerablo wliich 
hai boen very seldom this year in London, both 
father anil son spend a great deal ot time iu walk- 
ing rouad thier park, wh'ck is fall of sheep, and 
presents the., most pleasant walking ground. 
These ihccp aro the only living hoiiijrs to bo 
met with in tho park, it being so guarded as not 
tu allow any one to interfere with the solitude of 
their fallen majoilios, M. l'ietri (not tlio Prefect 
of tlio Police, but his coudin, the Secretary) and 
two or three gentlemen of the household watch- 
ing every one that enters the residence and have- 
ing the raDat strict orders not to allow any one to 
approach the Kmpcror. Full baskets of letters, 
containing applications for holp or soliciting in- 
terviews are turh up or burned by these genlle- 
men withou'. being submitted to tho Emperor. 
-The work of thus guarding Iho Imperial couple 
is entrusted to a vory few persons. The whole 
body of eoiirtisra consist of far as 1 know of 
M. Conti ehelf of tho rimperor's Cabinet,- 
M. Pietritha Emperor's private Secretary; Colonel 
Lopic, the Emperor'a nide-de-caoipj UouptJDavil'fe 
equerry; M, JJuperre,( lie captain in tne navy) 
aide-de-camp to the Prince Imperial; M. Conneau, 
ths Emperor's surgeon, and Ilia sou by his first 
marrige— a young naval ollicer — the Emperor's 
orderly. 

Tho household is still more modest. Tho gate- 
keeper of Camden House is still tho Emrjish ono, 
and the whole change in his life is that he has the 
Emperor and Empress' portrais t on tho walls ol 
hia lodge — as indeed 1 hey aro to be found in all 
corners of Caialehurst hawked by lads all over 
tho place. The attendants or servants of the Ktaff 
of Camden Home iiself conaist of the old vvlet de 
chambre of the Emperor, of a ono lady's maid of 
the Eiuproas, of ono footman, taken from the 
Tuileries, of one English one, and ofon^femalo 
cook in tha kitchen and a oouplo of kitchen rnnids 
The Emperor dines quite en famitlt with tho 
Empress and Piioee,|andnone of tho courtiers are 
present either a* dinner or in the evening, except 
occasionally. Both ho aud the Bmpeess were al- 
ways very superstitious, and now consulting their 
fortunes in tho cards seems to be the ohicl occu- 
pation in the evening. How little the menus of ro- 
creation are can be seen from the fact that in front 
of. Camden House there is a small spot under 
some trees where a table aud a few iorn chairs are 
placed, and the whole court is looking out for a 
flue day upon which it has been promised that 
coffee would be served after dinner fur the whole 
oourt. And this day is still expected and dots 
not come ou account of the unbearable weather.
